Off the norlhiaitern hhore tit Virgin- 


la, and about five ui'les f i u m the main 
laud, lies a small island kuuwn as Chio- 
coteague—an island possess?J of pecu- 
liarities shared by no other ptrtion of 
the eastern 
United 
iSiatts; for here 


roams, in an eutirely unUuied sUte, a 
breed of horaes, 01 rather ponies, as 
wilo. a» the mustangs ot Texas or the 
Pampas. 


H«w these ponies first eatne upoo 


the island is not known, except through 
vague tradition. Cor whcu the faist set- 
tlers came there, early in the eighteenth 
century, they found this animals alre idy 
roaming wild abou' i's piney meadows. 
The tradition leeeivud Irom the Indians 
of the mainland was lhat n vessel load- 
ed wilh horses, sailing to ime of the 
Elizabethan aeltlcuni:it»ol Virginia,was 
wrecked upon the southern point ot the 
island where the horaos csuaped, while 
the whites were rescued 
by the then 


friendly Indians and cairied to the main 
land, whence they found their way tj 
aoma ot the early settlemeats. T! e 
horses, left 
to liemselvea upjn their 


new territory, became entirely wild, uud 
probably through 
hardships endured, 


degenerated into d pccu'ur 
breed ot 


ponied. 


In 1C70 the island wis b'rst pros- 


pected; it was subsequently granted by 
Kinj; James II. to a person by whom it 
was sold in minor sections to various 
others. 
At present it is greatly subdi- 


vided, though one land owner, Kendall 
Jester by name, holds over six hundred 
acres of marsh aad pine land, and there 
are other holdings scareely less in ex- 
tent. 
Among the earliest settlers were 


the Thurstones, Taylors, and Wifflins; 
the head of the last-named family was a 
well-known Quaker, who, upon the in- 
troduction of slavery to the island, re- 
moved thence to the town of Camden, 
in the upper part of the 
province of 


Maryland, near Delaware. 


It was long before Chincoteaguo was 


fairly settled, and as late as 1838 there 
were but twenty-six houses there; now, 
however, many strangers, tempted by 
the exceptionally good fishing and oys> 
•tar dredging of the place, are pouring 
in from the main-land to settle there. 
To mere visitors the ponies are still a 
great, if not the main attraction, and 
during the periods 
of ''penning"— 


driving them into corral—numerous 
gueits arrive daily from 
the coast.—

SPECIAL SESSIONS OF CONGRESS. 


Washington Special. 


Tliero has been a number of extra 


sessions of Congrass in years past, as 
will be seen from tha following state- 
meat compiled from Congressional re- 
eords. The first ex-tra session was con- 
vened March 4. 1780, and continued 
until the 29th of September of the same 
year, a period of nearly seven months. 
This was the longest extra session ol 
Congress ever held. The duration of 
other extra sessions were as follows: 
May 15 to July 10, 17D7 
, May 22 to 


June 29, 1S09 , May 21 to August 2, 
1813; September 4 to October 1C, 
1S37 
, May 31 to Sept. 13,1811; Aug. 


21 to Aug. 30, 1856 ; July 4 to July 
17, 1SC1. During the rebellion there 
was a number of adjourned sessions, 
and during the administration of Pres 
ident Johnson, Congress instead of ad- 
journing sine die, took several recesses. 


A number of members of both par- 


ties will make every eflort to confine 
the work of the extra session to the 
Army Appropriation bill, but it is be- 
lieved the friends of tho Texas Pacific 
subsidy scheme and kindred measures 
will succeed iu having the House pro- 
ceed with general legislation.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 26.— 


The President and Cabinet found it 
necessary to-day to do something pract 
tical in Louisiana and Sooth Carolini. 
Since last Thursday GOT. Nicholls hag 
taken several steps which, in the opin- 
ion of the Administration, are in viola- 
tion of the status quo agreed on in 
January last. He has arrested several 
of Packard's recruiting officers, two or 
three of his State officials, and turned 
out itho Librarian of the State, who 
was restored a month ago .by the ex- 
press orders of Geo. Grant. It was 
decided to-day to send an order to 
Gen. 
Augur, directing him to inquire 


into each violation of the status quo, 
and restore its features, if possible, to 
their former condition, and report at 
once to the President. Gov. Kellagg, 
therefore, telegraphed to Packard to 
look into every encroachment which 
Nichols^ad made upon the agreement, 
and submit a detailed report to Gen. 
Augur. 
Nicholls' courre does not 


teem to have improved his chances 
within a few days, and it it still the de- 
termination of the Administration to 
maintain the old agreement until the 
Commission have iavestigated the situ- 
ation and informed the President. The 
orders which were seat to Gen. Rus-er 
in South Carolina, requiring him to as- 
sume control and preserve peace and 
protect the public property of the State 
during the absence of the two Gover- 
nors at Washington, are merely precau 
tionary measures, as there is no evi- 
dence at hand to show that there would 
be any trouble. 
The 
publicity of 


Southern pledges alluded to in last 
night's dispatches have created a pro* 
found sensation here. An examination 
of the letters written by Messrs. Foster 
and Matthews confirms what was tele 
graphed yesterday a« to the pledges 
there made, and which seemed to con- 
vey the belief they were acting [under 
authority of Gov. Hayes, but according 
to the letter which is telegraphed from 
Cincinnati to-night, Mr. 
Matthews 


has 
written 
these 
assurances. 


The definite and positive shape the; 
took were unauthorized by President 
Hayes, and in fact he was not aware 
that they had been given. These let- 
ters, together with a detailed statement 
of the conference held here in February 
between Matthews, Foster and Garfield, 
and Senators Gordon, Lamar, and Rep 
resentatives Levy, Ellis, Gibson and 
Brown, will all be made public after 
the contents of Matthews' letters an 
known here. It is expected that the 
latter will be telegraphed East to-mor- 
row. 
It appears that these assurances 


are simply based on a letter dated Feb 
ruary 24, by GOT. Hayes, addreied to 
Foster, indorsing the tatter's speech 
made a few days previous in the House 
in which he laid that if Hayes became 
President he would favor the same loc«j 
self-government in tha South which 
wan accorded to the people of the North 
The President says nothing in this let- 
ter about the immediate withdrawal o! 
the troops, and reiterates to-day what 
he said yesterday, that he had never 
authorized any one to give any assurs 
ances that the troops would be with- 
drawn from the South. 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—The So- 


ioitor of the Treasury has submitted a 
report to the Secretary of the Treasury 
exonerating the officials of the depart- 
ment of the charges of fraud. 
He sajs 


it is not known up to the present time 
that, with the exception of $240 im- 
prudently paid out in 1876, any amount 
lias been paid as unclaimed interest 
which had not been paid back or will 
not be paid back, aa the result of the 
present investigation. No loss has re- 
sulted or can result to tho United 
States the Treasurer being liable upon 
tiis official bond for all disbursements 
made to persons not authorized to re 
eeive the same. 
Several thousand dol- 


lars appear to have been fraudulently 
paid out, but this cannot be determin- 
ed without a judicial investigation. 


ROCHESTER, March 26.—An 
tt- 


tempt was made to rob the mail car on 
the New York Central road to-night. 
A robb«r entered the forwari compart- 
ment, and being ditcovered by the 
clerk a fierce encounter followed be 
tween them. Two other clerks, hear- 
ing the noise, rushed in, whereupon 
the robber jumped from the train. 


BOSTON, March 26.—Advices from 


Congo, on the west coast of Africa, 
state that the British war steamer 
Avon hau destroyed seven villages on 
the Congo river, and killed three na- 
tives, as a puniihment for plundering 
the American steamer, Thomas Nicker 
SOB, New York. This vessel had been 
captured by the natives, and about 
thirty tons of coffee carried up the 
country. She was fired by the Avon 
in order to prevent further plundering. 


SAX 
FEANCISCO, March 2C.—A 


Chico dispatch says that twelve ar- 
rests have,been made, five for the mur- 
der of the Chinamen, and the others 
for complicity in the various incendia- 
risms committed in the vicinity during 
the last four months. Two of the par 
ties charged with the marder have 
made full sworn statements, which agree 
in alleging that the party first went to 
the cabin with the view of robbery, 
but before entering'decided to kill the 
Chinamen to make everything secure. 
The statements all throw light upon 
numerous cases in which Chinese build- 
ing and manufacturing establishments 
employing Chinamea were burned.— 
Several of the parties who were arrest 
ed are ascertained to belong to the 
labor union, bat none are yet identified 
as Caucasians. A Chico correspondent 
expresses the opinion from the facts 
thus far gathered, that the scheme was 
to desolate that part of the coutry, 
and its ramifications will be found to 
exist all over the State wherever a 
labor union or order of Caucasians 
have secured a foot hold.

Eider H.iynes ilcluered a 
pl.xin and piictic'il address wh'cli was 
especially intended lnr yomig inc'ii, and 
which consisted principally of whole- 
some and sensible advice.
